Dr. J. H. Wesley, medical 
officer of health for Newmarket, 
reported this week that two men 
sprayed the marshy areas about 
town and along the creek beds 
with an oil spray and that they 
will continue to spray every 
three weeks throughout the sum- 
mer. 

This program is the same as 
last year and was adopted by the 
board of health when it was 
found that more elaborate pre-' 

cautions, including the spraying 

of mosquito breeding areas to a 
half mile outside of town, too 
expensive. 

It was thought that by using 
last year's methods and calling 
upon the citizens to look after 



the spraying of their immediate 
grounds and cellars, mosquitoes 
could be controlled. With the 
indications of little response 
from the citizens, members of 
the board express doubt that the 
plan will be successful. 

Dr. J. Gordon Cock, chairman 
of the board, at a meeting of the 
board of health Wednesday, 
urged citizens to use sprays on 
their grounds and in the houses 
now before the mosquitoes devel- 
op beyond control. "If all the 
citizens co-operate, mosquitoes 
can be controlled in town," he 
said. 

He emphasized that it must be 
a joint effort of all householders 
to be successful.

Stricter Diphtheria Control 
Urged By Medical Officer

During the war years, there 
has been a substantial decrease 
in the number of children 
loxoided. During the last six 
months there has been an in- 
crease in the number of cases of 
diphtheria in Ontario, showing 
the ill effects of the decrease in 
the number of children toxoided. 

Of 334 cases of diphtheria re- 
ported in 1945-4G. 257 of them 
had never been toxoided. The 
remaining 77 had been toxoided 
but had never received a re- 
inforcing dose. 

Acting on the above experi- 
ence, the provincial department 
of healtlu has -issued the follow- 
ing recommendations: Infants of 
six to 12 months should receive 



a full course of diphtheria tox- 
oid; At the age of 18 months, 
the child should receive a re- 
inforcing dose; Another re- 
inforcing dose should be given 
before, the child commences 
school; At the end of three or 
four years, the reinforcing dose 
should be repeated. 

The recent toxoid clinic at the 
rooms of the public health nurse 
has been finished, excepting 
some children who were absent 
for one or more doses. These 
will be taken care of by the 
M.O.H. at nurse's clinic rooms on 
Sat,. June 15, at 10.30 a.m. 
Will all parents kindly .have 
their children who have missed 
a- dose, present at the time and 
place mentioned as this will be 
the last opportunity.

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ADVANTAGES OF 
PRE-SCHOOL CHECK 

Within the next few days, a pre-school health 
clinic for children, who will be entering New- 
market grade schools next fall, will be an- 
nounced. The clinic is important to the welfare 
of every child. In September, they will be start- 
ing a new phase of their growth. The clinic will 
enable them to make that start on the best foot- 
ing. 

How necessary such clinics are is seen in the 
statistics supplied by the public health nurse. 
Miss Helen B. Gardiner. Miss Gardiner estim- 
ates that 40 percent of children entering school 
are found to have some physical defect, in many 
cases, one which can be corrected before the 
child enters school. 

Here are a few questions every parent of a 
child about to enter school should ask them- 
selves: 

Has your child been vaccinated against small- 
pox? Has he had toxoid to protect him against 
diphtheria? 

Are his eyes, his ears and throat in good con- 
dition? 

Do his teeth need attention? 

Does he have adequate sleep? 

Does he have sufficient and suitable food at 
regular meal times? 

Does he have plenty of play in the open air? 

Has he regular toilet habits? 

Is your child learning to manage his own rub* 
hers, goloshes and snow suit? Is his clothing 
large enough to be easily removed? Can he go 
to the Joilet by himself, wash his face and hands 
and use a handkerchief? 

The child who has robust health with all 
physical defects corrected is likely to be happier 
and to make greater progress in school than one 
whose health is uncertain or who is handicapped 
by a physical defect. The progress and enjoy- 
ment of a child in school is largely dependent 
upon home training and upon the medical and 
dental care he has received. 



LAXNESS SHOWN 
IN PUBLIC CONDUCT 
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Public washroom facilities in theatres, restaur- 
ants, railway and bus stations are placed there 
largely for the convenience of the public. Yet, 
despite all efforts by the management to keep 
such facilities clean, there persist the anonymous 
few who scrawl inscriptions on the walls .and 
generally behave as if such facilities were ani- 
mal pens and themselves the animals. 

Such evidence of' poor breeding, lack of con- 
cern for the interests of others and the rights of 
property owners, are the despair of restaurant 
keepers, and operators of other public places 
where such facilities exist. In some public 
places, the management has found it necessary 
to keep washrooms locked in order to keep them 
decent. 

The condition of public washrooms is only one 
example of general slackness in observing the 
courtesies of public conduct. The standard of 
manners which was current 25 years ago has 
fallen to a low level with the relaxation of the 
influence of home training. In the changing 
environment of our times, public morals have so 
deteriorated that, as an example, a public con- 
versation carried on in a local restaurant in loud 



The United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration has regularly been scored in the 
press, and by former officers of the administra- 
tion for inefficiency and mishandling of relief 
supplies. Reports appear of tables groaning with 
plenty while there was starvation in the street. 
Ugly rumors of black marketing of relief food 
and medicines have received more than casual 
attention in the press and over the radio. There 
has arisen in the minds of many considerable 
doubt of the validity of UNRRA. 

It was to answer such doubts that Mr. Fiorella 
LaGuardia, former mayor of New York and now 
director general of UNRRA, spoke to press club 
at Washington, D.C. In a definitive outline of 
the organization and work accomplished by 
UNRRA he explained many discrepancies be- 
tween the aim and accomplishments of UNRRA. 
and laid to rest stories of profiteering. We quote 
some excerpts from this address which help ex- 
plain the purposes, methods, and organization of 
UNRRA. 

UNRRA is an international relief agency of 48 
nations and it is supported entirely by public 
funds. Each non-invaded member nation con- 
tributes two percent of its national income. The 
contribution is made by these nations in kind or 

in money. Ninety percent of that contribution is 

expended in the contributing nation, and ten 
percent is free money which the UNRRA is per- 
mitted to spend anywhere it can buy commodi- 
ties or supplies that are necessary. 

For distribution purposes, each receiving na- 
tion has an appropriation or an allocation made 
to it. The appropriations are allocated in terms 
of the amount of devastation, the area of popu- 
lation, the means of transportation, the financial 
situation of the country and the food situation. 
The countries for which UNRRA provides are 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Austria, the Ukraine, 
Byelorussia, Greece, the Dodecanese Islands, 
Jugoslavia, Italy, Albania and China. In ad- 
dition, there are limited programs of supply for 
smaller countries. 

The food and supplies are delivered to the 
government of the receiving country and that 
government distributes them through the regular 
channels of trade. The proceeds from such sales, 
minus the expenses of distribution and adminis- 
tration, are used by that country for agricultural 
rehabilitation, and general reconstruction. Be- 
sides the UNRRA food that is sold by the gov- 
ernments of the receiving nations, there is also 
free distribution. According to Mr. LaGuardia. 
there have been no flagrant cases of black mar- 
keting or profiteering. 

The United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation j th « changed home. 
Administration is an experiment in international J^S^ .!SS? 
co-operation. In some ways, it is more impor- 
tant than the United Nations Organization, that 
conclave of nations which has taken the place of 
tl|e League of Nations. The success of UNRRA 
is important because if nations can co-operate in 
ncighborliness, they most certainly can co-oper~ 
ate in making sure a lasting peace will prevail.

Last Friday saw the close of 
the summer session of York 
county council. On that after- 
noon, Reeve Chas. Hooper of 
Markham, and chairman of the 
agriculture committee of council, 
told the members that the farm- 
er was soon to come into his 

own. 

: "When that day comes, the 
| laborer, who is now demanding 
better working conditions, will 
have to hustle to get a bite to 
eat. They are agitating for bet- 
ter working conditions now, but, 
the farmer wi.ll soon open the 
eyes of the country," commented 
the speaker. Mr. Hooper told 
the meeting that the Milk Pro- 
ducers Act was one of the most 
potent pieces of legislation. 

In his report, , Mr. Hooper 
showed that the prices of farm 
produce had dropped consider- 
ably from 1920. Butter is down 
20 cents per pound, eggs 45 
cents per dozen and milk is 
down three cents per quart. In 
the meantime it was shown that 
the prices of farm implements 
had gone the other way. 

Horse rakes have risen $21 
since 1933, and during the same 
period the prices of mowers 
have increased §34 and binders 
$110. The report showed that 
the price of wheat had gone 
from §3 in the '20*s to $1.09 to- 
day. Mr. Hooper told the coun- 
cil that the prices of food-stuffs 
would jump 60 percent should 
the farmer be forced to revert to 
action similar to the industrial 
worker. He advocated action on 
the part of the federal govern- 
ment to adjust prices slightly. 
"If we cnuld get prices for our 
produce which would enable us 
to employ help this country 
would become a Garden of 
Eden," he declared. 

Council learned that the com- 
mon barberry and the European 
buckthorn had now been added 
to the list of noxious weeds. It 
was shown that the presence of 
the former in a field of grain 
seriously cut the amount of grain 
harvested. 

Last winter was a hard one ac- 
cording to the report of the Good 
Roads Commission. Members 
learned that the commission 
would need an extra $40,000 to 
make permanent repairs to the 
roads of the system. * Gravel 
roads suffered the hardest, ac- 
j cording to the report, and 62 
percent of the budget of the 
commission has been spent on 
these rodds up to date. 

In again! Out again! That 
has been the fate of the grants 
to help the reconstruction of 
bridge approaches in York 
county. Last January. .York 
county council, in a report of the 
special roads committee, agreed 
to contribute to the cost of walls 
on the bridge over the west 
branch of the Humber. Mark- 



ham township representatives 
had also succeeded in getting a 
grant for the bridge on one of 
the roads being accepted back by 
the township from the county 
Good Roads commission. How- 
ever, this session saw the whole 
matter postponed. 

Now a policy has been set b'y 
which the county of York will 
assume responsibility only for 
roads which have arterial signif- 
icance. These roads must con- 
nect centres of populations under 
this scheme. It was felt that the 
policy set in the -January meet- 
ing would leave the county wide 
open. As it was, there were 
three other calls for assistance 
before the members, "which 
could not be turned down." 

Action was recommended for 
those patients between "incur- 
able" and "in need of hospital 
care." The hospitalization com- 
mittee of the council suggested 
that consideration be given to 
establishing a hospital for the 
care of those patients. Reeve A. 
D. Evans, Newmarket, . suggested 
that the warden and commis- 
sioners consider acquiring a hos- 
pital at that place for this pur- 
pose. 

One of the places which would 
benefit should this move be made 
would be the Home at Newmar- 
ket operated by the county- 
Warden F -G. Gardiner favored 
the granting of monies to hospi- 
tals favoring and planning ex- 
pansion. "We should not go into 
the hospital game ourselves," he 
warned.

This question 
has become increasingly vital lo 
the Swiss nation while the Eur- 
opean War has continued, as 
Switzerland relies so much on 
food imports, and so could not 
continue to use her own precious 
fruit crop so wastcfully as in | 
pre-war times in the production 
Of alcoholic liquors. 

A pamphlet published (in Ger- 
man) in Zurich last year had as! 
its joint authors Monsieur Kel- 
lerhals, the director of the Swiss | 
Federal Alcohol Monopoly, and 
his chief colleague. Dr. V. J. 
Steiger. This pamphlet gives, 
among other most interesting 
statistics, the figures for the pro- 
duction : of fruit (in terms of 
wagon-loads) in 1043 with a de- 
tailed percentage analysis of 
the various products of the en- 
tire crop, namely, fresh fruit, 
dried fruit and "concentrates," 
fermented cider, distilled liquor 
and other (non-alcoholic) prod- 
ucts such as vinegar. 

Of "those five groups, the fig- 
ures for distilled liquors are by 
far the most interesting, as in 
1913 a rule came into force 
whereby only fruit quite unfit 
for any other purpose was to be 
used for distilling. The result 
was that in 1913 only l.l percent
